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'DEVASTATING' 


Letwin to lead 
'Brexit unit' 


Mayor's anger at both sides' 
'despicable'EU campaign 


DORCHESTER'S Mayor Councillor Tim Harries 
has spoken of his extreme disappointment at West 
Dorset's decision to leave the EU following what he 
described as a “despicable campaign on both sides”. 

The results of the EU Referendum in West Dorset 
closely mirrored the national picture with 51 per cent 
voting to leave and 49 per cent of the electorate vot¬ 
ing to remain in Europe. 

Turnout in West Dorset was 79.4 per cent with 
33,267 opting out of the EU and 31,924 voting to re¬ 
main. 

Councillor Harries said: “It’s devastating. One of 
the worst things that has happened since I entered 
politics 30-years-ago. It’s distressing and disturbing 
and I am extremely disappointed. 

“It’s a terrible day for the UK and a terrible day for 
our friends in Europe. We have torpedoed a wonder¬ 
ful project that is the European Union and let’s hope 
that it doesn’t sink as a result of our action.” 

He added: “I am angry because the campaign was 
despicable. Very disappointing on both sides but on 
the Brexit side in particular. There were terrible 
slurs, and bringing the Nazis into it. It was disgrace¬ 
ful. They say be careful what you wish for. And now 
we’re in this position, they don’t appear to have a 
plan for what we do next. 

“As a community we must now work together and 
look forward. We’ll have to make the best of a bad 
job.” 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin, who supported the 
Remain campaign said: “The electorate has made a 
decision. The important thing now is for us all to 
come together and work together in order to provide 
the best future for our people.” 

Ian Girling, chief executive of Dorset Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry (DCCI), said: “The country 
has spoken and now we must look forward. What¬ 
ever anyone’s political colours and given the impli¬ 
cations of this decision and immediate 
consequences, it’s clear there will now be legitimate 
concerns about the local and national economy in 
post-EU Britain.

“We also now face political uncertainty with the 
resignation of the PM.” 

“The priority must be the economy and market sta¬ 
bility. Businesses will want to see a measured ap¬ 
proach from the Government with clear guidance 
about the time-line for exit from the European 
Union. 

“DCCI will continue to share essential information 
with members about how decisions will affect them 
over the coming weeks, months and years. As a non¬ 
partisan organisation, DCCI will continue to lobby 
and represent Dorset businesses and its members’ 
interests at the highest level.”

WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has been se¬ 
lected to lead a government Brexit Unit, 
which will come up with options on how the 
UK leaving the EU will work, after officials 
failed to make contingency plans in advance 
on the national referendum, last week. 

He will have a "facilitative" role in the civil 
service unit, set up by David Cameron to pre¬ 
pare the way for Brexit and report findings in 
the autumn. 

The new unit was approved at a special Cab¬ 
inet meeting held on Monday, June 27th as 
ministers met to discuss Britain voting to 
leave the European Union last week. 

The team will comprise of officials from the 
Treasury, Foreign Office and Cabinet Office 
who will present their options and advice to 
the new Prime Minister and Cabinet when 
they are appointed in September. 

The Prime Minister's official spokeswoman 
said that the unit will not be making any deci¬ 
sions as they will be made by the new prime 
minister and new government. 

The leave campaign triumphed in the EU 
referendum last Friday (June 24th), with more 
people turning out to vote than in last year's 
general election. 

Brexit won with just 51.9 per cent of all 
votes cast as more than 30million people 
went to the polls 

The results of the EU referendum in West 
Dorset closely mirrored the national picture 
with 51 per cent voting to leave - 33,267 of 
the votes-and 49 per cent - 31,924 votes- 
opting to remain.

DETECTIVES in Dorch¬ 
ester are appealing for 
witnesses to come for¬ 
ward after a boy was as¬ 
saulted in a play park. 

Sometime between

Teacher wins 
award for 
innovative 
use of gaming 
in lessons

A DORCHESTER teacher has been recognised at a 
prestigious awards ceremony in London for an in¬ 
novative teaching method that has put her school at 
the forefront of ICT development at a primary level. 

Tracy Broadbent, an ICT Technician and Leader 
from Manor Park CE First School in Dorchester, 
was awarded an Inspirational Educators Award at 
a ceremony hosted by The Worshipful Company of 
Educators and RM Education, which this year com¬ 
mended educators who were using ICT in innova¬ 
tive ways to support students. 

Tracy has been using the popular building com¬ 
puter game “Minecraft” and the simulation game 
“Cities: Skylines” to help students learn about 
building communities and developing economies 
as part of their everyday lessons. 

“I’ve always been a very keen gamer and I firmly 
believe that using Minecraft in education can have 
a transformative effect across the whole curricu¬ 
lum, so it’s been my ambition for a long time to 
bring gaming into schools as a learning tool,” said 
Miss Broadbent. 

“When we had some building developments at 
Manor Park, I saw an opportunity for us to revisit 
our vision for technology and approached our 
Headteacher with my ideas. I wanted to evolve the 
way our lessons are delivered and encourage en¬ 
gagement from students through using games and 
programs they already enjoy using.” 

Led by class teachers with Miss Broadbent’s sup¬ 
port, students at Manor Park have been using 
Minecraft to build World War II Anderson bomb 
shelters, create garden allotments and even recon¬ 
struct Pudding Lane to support their learning about 
the Great Fire of London. 

Through building simulated bomb shelters, the 
students were encouraged to select an engineering 


approach and explore the combination 
of materials. They could then see which 
of their decisions worked best when a 
simulated bomb was dropped on their 
shelters and only the strongest sur¬ 
vived. 

“The use of gaming in learning has 
meant that some children who often 
struggled at school are now leading ex¬ 
perts and are supporting their peers, 
which has transformed their sense of 
self-worth and increased their motiva¬ 
tion to learn,” said Miss Broadbent. 


“Minecraft helps to develop their 
logic and increase teamwork, and this 
strategy has had a tremendous impact 
on our students’ engagement. It’s in¬ 
credible to see their appetite for learning 
grow, as well as their confidence - they 
can’t wait to get to their lessons!” 

Miss Broadbent is currently writing a 
second book about gaming in education 
and is frequently asked to speak at a 
number of regional events where she 
helps other schools across Dorset to 
replicate her strategy.

Bus strikes continue 


BUS services in west Dorset are 
set to be dismpted further as four 
days of strikes has again been an¬ 
nounced by First Dorset as drivers 
protest over pay for a third week. 

As well as drivers striking on 
Wednesday, June 29th, Friday July 
1st and Sunday, July 3rd this week, 
they will also strike on Monday, 
July 4th, Wednesday, July 6th, Fri¬ 
day, July 8th and Sunday, July 
10th. 

Unite, the union representing the 
bus divers, has also notified First 
Dorset that its members will be 
“working to rule” from Monday, 
July 4th. 

Marc Reddy, managing director 
of First Dorset, said that the noti¬ 
fication of further industrial action 
is set to damage the local econ¬ 
omy, significantly impacting on 
the long term ability of First 
Dorset to grow its business. 

He said: “The union’s reckless 
action to hold further strikes is de¬ 
signed to cause as much damage to 
our business as possible and it is 
done so without any consideration 
for our customers, or the future of 
the company as a whole. 

“Union officials also appear to 
have little regard for the damage 
they are causing to the local econ¬ 
omy, much of which is seasonal 
and which relies on visitors being 
able to get out and about to shops 
and leisure attractions. 

“Ultimately, this extended action 
will have an impact on the afford¬ 
ability of any pay settlement that is 
finally negotiated. Therefore, this 
action is not only completely un¬ 


necessary, it is also counterproduc¬ 
tive. 

“The only way to resolve this 
dispute is through negotiation, but 
disappointingly, the union has cho¬ 
sen not to engage in discussions 
with us...I would urge the union 
once again to get back to the nego¬ 
tiating table so that we can resolve 
this dispute as soon as possible and 
spare our customers any further in¬ 
convenience.” 

Unite regional officer Bob Lan- 
ning said: “We have reached the 
‘stuck record’ stage. I get emails 
from the management saying we 
should talk, but there is never any 
hint of an improved offer to eradi¬ 
cate the pay disparities across the 
First bus ‘family’ in the West 
Country. 

“We understand that local shops 
and businesses are being hit by the 
strikes - our members don’t take 
this action lightly - but they are fed 
up with being the ‘poor pay rela¬ 
tions’ and with the point blank re¬ 
fusal of management to rectify 
these pay anomalies, despite seven 
months of talks. 

“Unite does not want the Wey¬ 
mouth and Bridport economies to 
suffer as the holiday season gets 
into full swing. Local shops should 
put pressure on the bus company 
to get around the table for con¬ 
structive talks. We are ready for 
talks at any time, any place.”

Moving tribute to remember the 
Dorsets at the Battle of the Somme 


THE Keep Military Museum is remembering and 
commemorating the 503 men of the Dorset and 
Devonshire Regiments who lost their lives on the 
first five days of the Somme, July 1916 with a Roll 
of Honour in their memory. 

The Battle of the Somme and especially its first 
day - July 1st, 1916 - has long been a byword for 
military incompetence and senseless slaughter. By 
the end of that day, the British Army had suffered 
58,000 casualties for very small gains. 

On July 1st 1916,120,000 British and Common¬ 
wealth troops attacked German positions along a 
17-mile-wide front north of the River Somme. 
South of the river the assault was continued by the 
French Army. Great things were expected; a week- 
long barrage by 1,500 guns had fired 1.5million 
shells and it was expected that minimal opposition 
would be encountered, enemy trenches having 
been destroyed and the barbed wire cut. 

Instead, the troops leaving their trenches ad¬ 


vanced into a storm of machine gun and artillery 
fire and found, in many places, the wire still intact. 
At Authuille Wood, the Dorset’s 1st Battalion suf¬ 
fered huge casualties even before reaching the 
British front line. 

Deputy Curator of the Keep Military Museum 
Alexia Sully said: “The Roll of Honour has been 
made possible by the tireless work of a museum 
volunteer, Jane Mills, who through extensive re¬ 
search has created this moving tribute. 

“The Roll of Honour includes names, burial de¬ 
tails and where possible photographs of those who 
lost their lives.” 

The new feature can be seen at The Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum and on the Museum's website 
www.keepmilitarymuseum .org 

The museum is also hosting ‘The Somme: Tours, 
Talks and Demonstrations’ on Saturday, July 16th.

Weymouth and 
Portland Renters at 
most risk of eviction 

NEW figures from housing charity Shelter have 
revealed that Weymouth and Portland renters 
are most at rick of eviction. 

The report from Shelter said more than 8,600 
renting households in the South West were put 
at risk of losing their home in the past year - 
equivalent to 20,429 people. 

Weymouth and Portland topped the list with 
one in 43 rented homes under threat of eviction. 

The charity said the "home threat hotspots" 
across the region, where renters face the great¬ 
est risk of losing their home, comes as a result 
of the chronic shortage of affordable homes 
combined with crippling welfare cuts. 

The charity says calls from people seeking help 
are increasing and in the past year more than 
500,000 people visited the Shelter website's 
eviction advice pages. 

Man charged with

DETECTIVES investigating an alleged at¬ 
tempted rape in Weymouth have charged a 
man. 

A 29-year-old from Weymouth has been 
charged with attempt rape of a woman aged 
16 or over, a sexual assault offence, assault by 
beating, assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm and trespass on premises with the intent 
to commit a relevant offence. 

The alleged offences relate to three separate 
incidents, including reports that a woman was 
attacked just off Gloucester Mews in Wey¬ 
mouth town centre in the early hours of Tues¬ 
day, June 21st.

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County council pays tribute to 
councillor and former chairman 


DORSET County 
Council has paid trib¬ 
ute to former chairman 
Councillor John Wil¬ 
son, who has died 
aged 74. 

Councillor Wilson 
was first elected to the 
county council in 2001 
as a Conservative 
member for the Fern- 
down division. 

He stood down as 
chairman in April due 
of health reasons after 
seven years in the role, 
although he remained 
a county councillor. 

Councillor Wilson 
served in a number of 
committee roles on 
the council, including as chairman of 
the Corporate Services Overview/Pol¬ 
icy Development Committee between 
2003 and 2007. He was elected vice- 
chairman of the county council in 2005 
and became chairman in 2009. 

The role included chairing meetings 
of the full council and representing the 
authority at civic and ceremonial func¬ 
tions, including a number of royal vis¬ 
its. 

As well as a county councillor, Coun¬ 
cillor Wilson had been a member of 
East Dorset District Council for Parley 
since 2011, was previously a Ferndown 
Town Councillor and was also a mem¬ 
ber of the Dorset Fire Authority, subse¬ 
quently the Dorset and Wiltshire Fire 
and Rescue Service Authority, until 
standing down in April. 


John Wilson grew up in 
Feeds, where he married 
his wife, Fesley. He at¬ 
tended grammar school 
and graduated with a BSc 
in Chemical Engineering 
from Imperial College, 
Fondon before beginning 
his career in engineering 
in his home county of 
Yorkshire. 

Shortly afterwards, he 
and Fesley moved to 
Dorset when he joined 
his family’s motor busi¬ 
ness in Ferndown, where 
they remained for more 
than 40 years. Councillor 
Wilson was an active 
member of the Fions 
Club, for which he did 
much local charity work, and a gover¬ 
nor of Ferndown Upper School since 
2007. He leaves behind Fesley and 
their daughter, Dianne. Debbie Ward, 
Chief Executive of the county council, 
said: “News of John’s death has been 
received with great sadness across the 
county as well as within the county 
council. 

“He was a highly respected and val¬ 
ued councillor and in his role as chair¬ 
man was able to use all his qualities and 
knowledge in his commitment to public 
service and Dorset. 

“His work ethic was a model for us 
all and the joy he took in his role, with 
the tireless support of his wife Fesley, 
was never taken for granted. John will 
be much missed and my thoughts are 
with Fesley and his family.”

WHAT IS TREASURE DETECTIVES ALL ABOUT? 

It's the need for people to get items authenti¬ 
cated to find out whether they're real or not. 
This is normally for two reasons: one because 
they are selling it because they're skint, and the 
other because they've had it for a very long 
time, it has a fantastic family story and they 
want to know whether the stories about it are 
true or not. The show picks 15 very different 
items and takes viewers on a journey to find 
out if they're real. 


HOW DID YOU BECOME A FAKES AND FORGERIES EXPERT? 

I think it found me rather than I found it. To be 
honest, if I gave you a list of things I'm rubbish 
at, we'd be here all afternoon. Everyone's good 
at something; sometimes that skill is useless, 
and sometimes you turn out to be Andy Mur¬ 
ray and the skill is very useful. But for me, it's 
always been this, from a very early age. It's ar¬ 
rogant to say I knew what I was looking at, but 
I did have a feel for it. There are a lot of people 
who do what I do from an antiques point of 
view, but I sort of slipped into the fakes and for¬ 
geries side, which I found interesting. It's paid 
the bills ever since. I couldn't imagine not 


WHATS BEEN THE HIGHLIGHT FOR YOU? 


We were asked to authenticate a pair of cuf¬ 
flinks that Neil Armstrong had owned, he'd re¬ 
ceived them from the then President of the 
United States, Richard Nixon.This guy's grand¬ 
dad had been given them by Armstrong be¬ 
cause he was a chef at one of the presidential 
dinners for astronauts. He'd told the story for 
many, many years and was a bit of a celebrity 
because of it. 

WOW... 

Yeah. He held his grandfather in high esteem, 
so even though these cufflinks, if real, could be 
worth half a million pounds, it was more about 
the sentimental side and carrying on the re¬ 
spect for his grandfather's fabulous history. He 
brought them to us and started talking about 
his grandfather, and he was in tears. It made 
great telly, but he also genuinely adored this 
man, so we had a difficult thing of finding 
out the truth, but also being very delicate 
about delivering any information.

DO YOU HAVE ANY TIPS FOR COLLECTORS? 

When it comes to antiques, it's very different 


from learning about anything else. I'm not 
likening myself to being a surgeon, but you 
couldn't be a surgeon without having done 
surgery. And I think doing antiques is similar 
purely for that reason - you can't learn about 
items from a book because it's about feel, 
weight, taste, smell, all those kind of things. So 
if people really want to learn about antiques, 
turn off the television - not our show, of course 
- stop Googling everything, go to antiques fairs 
and centres, go to museums, auctions, get 
amongst it, get up close and handle stuff, get 
a feel for them.

DORSET Police officers will attend 
motorcycle events to offer advice to 
riders during the summer. 

The Operation Wheels initiative aims 
to prevent accidents and comes after 
police data was combined with med¬ 
ical data in an attempt to understand 
the circumstances leading to deaths 
and serious injuries among riders. 

Inspector Matt Butler from the Al¬ 
liance Road Policing Team and Dr Ian 
Mew from Dorset County Hospital 
were recently presented with the 


Trauma Audit and Research Network 
(TARN) annual award to recognise 
their positive use of trauma data. 

The data showed that 78 per cent of 
those killed or seriously injured were 
riding a motorcycle of 500cc and 
above and 52 per cent were aged be¬ 
tween 40 and 59 years. 

In 74 per cent of cases the collision 
was caused by rider error. More than a 


quarter of those killed or critically in¬ 
jured were riding in convoy with 
friends, and the riders were nearly al¬ 
ways male. 

Officers from the Alliance Road 
Policing team will be patrolling routes 
commonly favoured by riders with the 
intention of encouraging safe riding as 
well as reminding drivers of cars and 
trucks of the greater risks riders face. 

Inspector Matt Butler said: “The 
warm weather means more bikes on 
the road. 


“Throughout the summer, Operation 
Wheels will be encouraging bikers to 
ride safe and drivers to ‘T hink Bike’.” 

He also urged bikers to visit the 
BikeSafe website adding: “Small 
changes can make bikers safer, more 
aware and more obvious to other road 
users. 

“Even the most experienced riders 
can benefit from refresher sessions to 
improve their bike skills.”

A Ridgeway Inspired 
Visual Art Exhibition 


A BRAND new art exhibition inspired by the South 
Dorset Ridgeway and commissioned by Artsreach 
has been touring throughout Dorset this summer 
and will visit two final venues in July, accompa¬ 
nied by some exciting traditional craft workshops 
for adults and families to enjoy. 

Stretching parallel to the coast, from Broadmayne 
in the east to Kingston Russell in the west, is a broad 
ridge of chalky downland, capped by acid gravels 
at Black Down, known as the South Dorset Ridge¬ 
way. With a steep escarpment on the south and a 
gently sloping landscape to the north, some 14 
square miles within this landscape area feature at 
least 500 earthworks, showing evidence of man's 
occupation of the land since prehistoric times. 

Featuring commissioned works from six local 
and national artists, plus brand new music by ris¬ 
ing folk stars Ninebarrow, 'Field Days' officially 
opened in Litton Cheney at the beginning of April 
and was accompanied by leatherwork and willow 
weaving workshops. Following a time at Walford 
Mill Craft Centre in East Dorset, the exhibition 
moves back to West Dorset in July where it will be 
on display at Martinstown Village Hall from July 
9th-1 Oth, and finally at The Kingcombe Centre in 
Toller Porcorum from July 22nd-24th. 

Artists Dan Bendel, Sarah Butterworth, Isla 
Chaney, Tessa Farmer, Susan Kinley and Amanda 
Wallwork have each created the Field Days exhibits 
in a variety of mediums, from mirrors, light boxes 
and paintings, to carvings, cartoons and sculp¬ 
tures, each responding to the archaeology, geol¬ 
ogy and ancient myths and legends of the South 
Dorset Ridgeway. As part of the Field Days project, 
award winning folk duo Ninebarrow have also 
written and recorded three new contemporary 
songs inspired by the area, which will be available 
to hear at the exhibition. A selection of works by 
Bill Crumbleholme, a potter with a passion for an¬ 
cient pottery and Neolithic and Bronze Age tech¬ 
niques, will be displayed alongside the exhibition. 

Alongside the exhibition at Martinstown, the An¬ 
cient Wessex Network bring The History Village to 
the village green from 11 am-4pm on Saturday, July 
9th. Visitors can enter the ancient village and see a 
huge variety of authentic and traditional activity, 
plus have a go at a variety of crafts including beaker 
pottery, bronze casting, Faience bead and Viking 
jewellery making. Then at the Kingcombe Centre, 
Dr Simon Timberlake of Cambridge Archaeology 
Unit will lead workshops in Tin & Copper Smelting 
on July 23rd and Bronze Casting on July 24th. 

Entry to the exhibition and History Village is free 
but opening times vary.

5 TIPS FOR ALTERNATIVE HEATING SYSTEMS 


1. HEAT pumps are one environmentally 
friendly way to heat your home. Ground or air 
source heat pumps are most popular, as water 
source heat pumps aren't practical unless you 
have a lake, river or stream in your garden. 
Ground source heat pumps extract warmth 
from the earth and use it to heat your home 
or hot water. The (above-ground) pump is 
connected to a series of pipes (the ground 
loop) buried in the garden and can be used all 
year round, although you may need a back-up 
heating system in winter. 

2. Air source heat pumps take heat from the 
air outside and use it indoors. They're either 
air-to-air pumps, which produce warm (and 
also cool) air and circulate it through fans, or 
air-to-water pumps, which supply your 
home's (wet) central heating system. Air 
source heat pumps can be less effective when 
it's colder than -5C, so another form of heating 
again may be necessary in winter. 

3. If your home is heated by radiators, they 
won't get as hot with a heat pump as they 
would with a boiler - you'll need to have them 
on for longer or replace them with more pow¬ 
erful ones. The perfect partner for a heat 
pump is wet underfloor heating because both 
work at lower temperatures, but this type of 
underfloor heating isn't particularly easy to 
retrofit. 

4. Biomass boilers are another eco heating 
option, ideal if you want to reduce your car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions and have access to a 
regular supply of wood. These boilers burn 
wood chips, pellets or logs and can be used 
for central heating and hot water. The Energy 
Saving Trust (www.energysavingtrust.org.uk) 
says that an automatically fed pellet boiler for 
an average home costs £9,000-£21,000, in¬ 
cluding installation, so it's not cheap. How¬ 
ever, if you replace an older gas heating

system with a biomass system, you could save 
up to £360 a year, or up to £990 a year com¬ 
pared to an old electric heating system, ac¬ 
cording to the Trust. 

5. If you want to generate your own electric¬ 
ity and have a sunny roof or wall, solar photo¬ 
voltaic panels are worth considering, but you 
could fit solar thermal panels, which heatyour 
home's water, instead. According to the En¬ 
ergy Saving Trust, installing a typical solar 
water-heating system costs around £3,000- 
£5,000, but the savings you make will be mod¬ 
erate. As well as the solar panels, you'll need a 
boiler or immersion heater to give you addi¬ 
tional hot water and sometimes make the 
water heated by the panels hotter, especially 
in winter. You may also have to change your 
boiler and hot-water cylinder to ones compat¬ 
ible with the panels.

compliance with Building Regulations Part L), 
as well as new installations.

Blake progressing 
after heel injury 

PAUL BLAKE celebrated 
his selection for the Sep¬ 
tember’s Paralympics in 
Rio last week by confirm¬ 
ing that his niggling heel 
injury has virtually disap¬ 
peared to the point that he 
was running a 200m race 
at Exeter last night. 

“It’s great news; it’s pretty 
well healed up now.” 

Blake, the IPC World 
champion and double Lon¬ 
don 2012 Paralympic 
medallist, has been trou¬ 
bled by plantar fasciitis 
and was due to receive ex¬ 
tracorporeal shock-wave 
therapy last week, but it 
was decided that the 
process could delay his re¬ 
turn to fitness even longer, 
and instead was prescribed 
anti-inflammatory tablets 
which appear to have done 
the trick. 

“The swelling has gone 
down, and although it has¬ 
n’t cured the injury com¬ 
pletely, it is 90 per cent 
better. I began training 
again last Friday with a 
fairly intense session and I 
felt no pain after it, which 
is really good. 

“The race at Exeter is 
over 200m just to get the 
legs moving a bit. I just 
want to get back to running 
now.” 

It is a huge confidence 
boost for Blake who hails 
from Charlton Down. 

As the T36 800m gold 
medal winner in Doha last 
autumn, he was one of the 
first 13 names for Rio 
when they were an¬ 
nounced last Wednesday 
and has been buoyed by re¬ 
sults from the IPC Euro¬ 
pean Championships held 
in Grosseto, Italy recently 
where his two biggest ri¬ 
vals were below their best. 

Russian Evgenii Shvet- 
cov won both the 400m 
and 800m but both times 
were slower than Blake’s 
best, with fellow Russian 
Artem Areftev finishing 
behind him.
